That the quantity of seed corn 


in Rush- county is not large-this 
year has been proven by several 
seed corn tests and some infor- 
mation on the subject has been 
provided by Robert Brown and 
flfaldo Brown of south of Manilla? 
who have conducted a large 
number of seed corn tests. 


The figures reported by these 


)oys 'are said to represent 
the 


situation in- seed corn not only 
n the county but throughout 
his section by 6. S. Williams, 
county agent, who is urging the 
armers to test their seed corn. 
Much of this seed was damaged 
by cold weather and only that 
which was^ selected early and 
wa's well protected- and dried 
shows promise of making good 
seed. Th^ following 
statistics 


were taken from their own tests. 


Of 203 ears of late seed corn 


put up in the rack and not pro- 
tected, 128 ears were 
thrown 


out. No good seed corn was 
found in the remaining ears be- 
cause of low germination. This 
corn'showed 5 percent root rot. 


Of 80 medium big ears taken 


from the crib, 40 ears were 
thrown out and 7 percent root 
rot was shown. 


Of_ 100 ears taken out of the 


field in the middle of October 
and put in racks but not protect- 
ed, only 56 good ears were found.

In contrast with these results 


are given some figures on . corn 
well dried and protected. Of, 406 
ears of Reed's Yellow Dent, me- 
dium, only 38 ears were'discard- 
ed and the corn showed only 2 
percent root rot. This corn had 
been subject to the year-bv-vear 
follow-up test tp eliminate bar- 
ren stalk and root rot. 


Of 2,200 ears of Reed 
and 


Woodburn corn tested, 192 ears 
were thrown own. This corn had 
been taken from the field early 
in October and had been well 
protected and dried. It showed 
4 percent root rot. 


AU^of this seed coTn, with the 


exception of the 2,200 ears which 
was from Anderson township, 
was raised in Walker township. 
The tests showed that the zero 
temperatures 
of November 
29 


and 30 killed a great deal of the 
seed'corn which was not proper- 
ly protected and7 dried. Corn 
must be below 12 percent mois- 
ture to. stand freezing. 


The county- agent--said today 
that the tests made by the Ma^- 
nilla boys, showed the same pro- 
portionate figures as did other

Under the Maternity act Con- 


gress appropriated $1,'240,000 a year 
to be distributed among the states 
which agreed_to match their share 
with an 
eqiia.1 appropriation of 


their own, and all the states except 
Massachusetts, Rhode' Island arid 
Connecticut eventually came to co- 
operate with the Children's Bureau 
here in child health conferences 
and educational work. But the last 
appropriation ran out June 30, 
1929, and Congress had neglected 
to make another one. 


' Made Bigger Appropriation's 
The work among mothers and 


prospective mothers was brought to 
a standstill in several states, but' 
rfbout 15 states appropriated larger 
sums .than ever from their own 
treasuries that the work might not 


Children's Bureau and the Ma-
